must be given a supply of coal and 
Minnesota and the Dakotas which 
rely upon the same source of sup- 
ply, nre in the same situation, 


""It will not do to defer these ship- 


ments until fall because we may 
reasonably ex'pect that our trans- 
portation facilities will be even more 
overloaded at that sensor, than at 
present. 
The situation is serious 


and I ask you in behalf of the peo- 
ple of this section to give us relief. 
I respectfully suggest that it would 
be the part of wisdom to place an 
embargo on export' coal until our 
own people are supplied. 


"In view of the high cost of liv- 


ing- our industries must bo kept .in 
motion in order, that laborers,, be 
jiven ain' opportunity to earn' the 
money to live with, besides the fuel 
necessary to keep our homes warm 
is an absolute necessity."

ON HYDROPHOBIA 


Following the discovery in Mad- 


ison of a d'ay infected with rabies, 
Dr. Harry E. Purcell, city health 
officer, this morning jssned a warn- 
ing that "oases of dog; bite must be 
attended to immediately to 'prevent 
any possvitlc infection. 


In case of a bite. Dr. 
Purcell 


said, two steps should be taken at 
once:Cauterize the .wound immedi- 


ately. 


Quarantine or kill the 
dog 


and notify the health dep^rt- 
ment that e.xiaminaUon may be 
made. 
"Few cases of rabies have been 


reported in Madison," said Dr. Pur- 
cell ths rhorning. "Last year, how- 
ever, I treated a girl who was in- 
fected by the bite of a cat. Even 
though danger may seem remote, it 
is wise to exercise 'every possible 
precaution, for with the beginning 
of hot weather tho danger of hydro- 
phobia becomes greater."
